BILL THE STABLE PONY

WINTERSET: When, come February 12, 
Bowie opens its 40-day race meeting, area Turf 
fans will take up what they left off at Pimlico 
in mid-December, and in comparable comfort. 
The Mark Linenthal Engineering Company of 
Boston, which has been doing business with the 
Maryland Jockey Club, has completely glass- 
enclosed Bowie’s grandstand and clubhouse. 

Installation of the 20,000 square feet of plate 
glass to seal off the patron areas from the ele¬ 
ments represents the major improvement under¬ 
taken at Bowie in I960. Working hand in hand 
with the glaziers were heating engineers who 
have installed blower-type heaters and a circu¬ 
latory air system. 

Citicellation of the Washington race train, 
which had been utilized by fewer and fewer 
Bowie patrons each year, made possible the in¬ 
stallation of a "preferred parking" area in close 
proximity to the track’s admission gates. This 
latest innovation, which has proved quite popu¬ 
lar at other tracks, increases Bowie’s grand¬ 
stand-clubhouse parking areas to 38 acres. 

With the customers comfortable under glass, 
and Track Superintendent Marty Meyer work¬ 
ing miracles in keeping the track surface race- 
able and safe under all but the most severe 
conditions, Bowie’s only worry now, insofar as 
the weather is concerned, is the roads. As long 
as they remain open, Bowie will count its bless¬ 
ings. 

President Donald Lillis and General Manager 
Jack Loome are optimistic concerning the suc¬ 
cess of their February 12-March 29 meeting. 
Disagreement concerning the method of pay¬ 
ment of a $70,000 purse "cushion" from last 
year’s meeting has been resolved with the Mary- 
land-Delaware-Charles Town division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion, apparently to the satisfaction of both 
parties. 

The success of Pimlico’s "late fall" meeting 
in 1959, and Charles Town’s current session 
bode well for Bowie. Blessed with unseasonably 
good weather, Charles Town’s handle has risen 
about 20 per cent over a comparable period 
last year. 

Just as the good weather favored Charles 
Town, it also favored horsemen who wintered 
in the area. Very few days of training were 
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missed due to inclement weather. As a result, 
racing stock is generally well advanced in train¬ 
ing for this time of the year. Late in January 
there were 600 horses in training at Bowie, 
another 300 or so at Pimlico and still another 
large contingent in work at Laurel. Many, of 
course, were platers, but a record daily purse 
distribution of $29,000 in overnight races will 
attract a good percentage of the better stock. 
Ten stakes, carrying $262,500 in added money, 
will be offered during the 40-day session. 

Only deviation from the 1959 stakes program 
is the abandonment of the Miss Maryland Stakes 
(for three-year-old fillies) in favor of the $15,- 
000 Francis Scott Key Stakes, which does not 
discriminate against sophomore males. High 
point of the meeting will be the $100,000- 
added John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap 
on March 26. It will follow the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap by one week. 

SIXTEEN CHIPS: If Ralph Edwards’ "This 
Is Your Life” television program ever deviated 
from its normal course and profiled an animal 
subject, it could do no better than to put Moe 
Feingold’s (Modan Stable) Stratmat before the 
cameras and a nation-wide audience. This six- 
year-old horse’s story is strictly within the realm 
of fiction. 

A horse that can manage to win 13 races 
in 18 starts through one season would be wel¬ 
comed in any man’s barn. That was the record 
of Stratmat, a Maryland-bred son of Lochinvar 
which, as a three-year-old, had 16 bone chips 
removed from his right fore ankle. This also 
was the record of a Thoroughbred which rose 
from a $3,500 claiming plater to a stakes win¬ 
ners in a matter of months. 

Foaled March 7, 1954 at John and Joe Pons* 
Country Life Farm, Bel Air, Stratmat was 
claimed by his present owner for $7,500 from 
Breeder Alfred Roberts in December, 1956, at 
Tropical Park. That season he won 1 of 5 races 
and was third twice, winning $2,100. 

At three he won the Lamplighter Handicap 
at Atlantic City before a sesamoid gave way in 
the Ventnor Turf Handicap. Almost a year after 
his operation at the University of Pennsylvania 
he was tried once but Trainer L. H. (Harry) 
Silver wasn’t satisfied with his condition. Re¬ 
tired to stud, he had few mates and began 
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Laurel Photo

acting so roguishly that Silver was told to come 
and pick up his horse before it hurt somebody. 

Then, last year at Bowie, Stratmat started on 
the long road back. He made the races at Gar¬ 
den State Park and when the Jersey racing 
scene changed to Monmouth he was claimed 
by Gene Lotti for $5,000. Six weeks later Silver 
reached in and reclaimed him for $3,500. The 
investment, thanks to Silver s patience and un¬ 
derstanding, is paying off in spades. In 18 trips 
to the post in '59, Stratmat, a son of *Alibhai s 
daughter. Elsewhere, won 13 races and was 
second twice, earning $35,255. He wound up 
his five-year-old season by winning the Christ¬ 
mas Handicap at Tropical Park. Since then he 
has been second in the Orange Bowl Handicap, 
third in the Tropical Park Handicap and won 
the Royal Palm Handicap. The latter race was 
his crowning achievement. Behind him was the 
short-priced favorite Dunce, winner of the Ar¬ 
lington Classic and American Derby last year. 

The Royal Palm, $25,000 feature at a mile 
and an eighth at Hialeah, was worth $18,170 
to Mr. Feingold. After the race Stratmat s life¬ 
time record read: 44 starts, 21 wins, 5 seconds, 
4 thirds and $99,082. 

WEIGHTY MATTER: The Experimental 
Free Handicap, Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe’s 
evaluation of the top 125 two-year-olds of 1959 
together with his projection of their form at 
three, was more widely acclaimed in California 
and Florida than it was in Maryland. Kilroe 
selected California-bred Warfare as his top- 
weight at a par 126 pounds. My Dear Girl, 
foaled and raised in Florida (under supervision 
of Maryland-bred Joe O’Farrell) topped the 
fillies at 117 pounds. 

One has to drop all the way down to Tuscan 
(108) before he can find a Maryland-bred, but 
Ouija Board, sired in Harford County, was nice¬ 
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ly placed at 117 pounds. Creswood Dottie 
(107), winner of the Maryland Futurity and 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes in her last two starts, 
and the promising Lady’s Maid (104), were the 
only other Maryland-breds on the list. 

Ouija Board, by *Sea Charger—Ouija, by 
* Heliopolis, was conceived at Larry MacPhails 
Glenangus Farm, Bel Air. He won the second 
division of the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes and the 
colt and gelding division of the National Stal¬ 
lion Stakes. His good showing is chiefly re¬ 
sponsible for '*‘Sea Chargers being Maryland’s 
leading sire of two-year-olds in 1959. 

Headmaster, a son of *Our Babu owned by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, was bracketed with Am¬ 
bassador, Boston Baker, Lurullah, Our Rulla and 
Sweet Prince at 111 pounds. Headmaster was 
foaled at Dan Scott’s farm, Lexington, where

Modan Stable*s Stratmat, winner of the Christ¬ 
mas Handicap at Tropical Park and the Royal 
Palm at Hialeah. Moe Feingold owns the Mo¬ 
dan Stable. Stratmat was foaled in Maryland. 
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the dam was boarded while awaiting service by 
Roman. 

Don Rickies (108) also was Maryland-sired, 
by Quiet Step, which made the last few seasons 
at Merryland Farm. 

Blonde Demond (105) also was sired by a 
Mefryland Farm stallion. This daughter of 
* River War—Rumpast, by Pasteurized, won 
the Blue Hen Stakes. She is trained by Sonny 
Shea, also responsible for the development of 
Tuscany’s good son. Vendetta. Under the wing 
of K. E. Jensen, Vendetta is a recent winner at 
Santa Anita. 

Tuscan, bred and owned by Jouett Shouse 
and also a son of Tuscany, showed high promise 
before being sidelined by calcium deposits in 
mid-season. Trainer Bernie Bond has the colt 
back under saddle again and he is expected to 
resume campaigning this spring. 

Lady’s Maid, a daughter of Prophets Thumb 
—Mermaid, by * Blenheim II, was foaled March 
15, 1957 at Mrs. A. G. Brown’s Strontia Farm, 
Brooklandville, whence came Mickey Boy, win¬ 
ner of the inaugural running of the Maryland 
Derby. Lady’s Maid, brought along under 
Yancey Christmas, raced impressively on dry 
tracks, winning three of her four starts. She 
is now soaking up the sun in Yancey’s Carolina 
quarters. 

The Experimental had other Maryland as¬ 
pects: Bally Ache, fourth topweighted colt at 
122 pounds, is out of Celestial Blue, a Supremus 
mare bred by Janon Fisher, Jr., in Glyndon. 
Toby’s Brother (118) is out of The Rhymer

mare, Best Yet. Sky Clipper (119) is out of the 
Maryland-bred mare Legendra. Winner of the 
rich Sapling Stakes, Sky Clipper looked like a 
good one but unfortunately broke a bone in a 
foot while training in Florida recently. 

Orientation, dam of Undulation, the latter 
now wintering with Henry S. Clark at Bowling 
Brook, is out of Geisha, dam of Native Dancer.

Dr. John A. Hoy’s Adapt winning the Marl¬ 
boro Nursery. The Maryland-bred colt is a son 
of Loser Weeper, and is now three years old. 

Prince Charger (110) is out of Maryland-bred 
Princess Lygia. The latter, in turn, is out of the 
$1,500 mare Roman Matron which foaled two 
$100,000 winners at Mr. and Mrs. Sam Pis- 
torio’s farm. 

The Pistorios, incidentally, couldn't stay 
away. With the exception of Tuscany, the Pis- 
torio horses were dispersed last November. A 
few weeks later the Baltimore building con- 
tractor-developer, now sorely regretting his sale, 
flew' to Newmarket in quest of four or five 
high-class matrons. Outbid on the mares he 
wanted, Pistorio bought a weanling filly by 
Nimbus—Royal Lament, by *Tudor Minstrel. 

Pistorio, who a few years ago had a very fine 
group of mares in Roman Matron, a proven 
stakes producer. Singing Beauty and Brazen 
Brat, would like to acquire about a dozen well- 
bred mares. The Nimbus filly is intended for 
the broodmare barn following a limited racing 
career. 

STALIN’ OFF: Rigan McKinney recently re¬ 
turned from a visit to Florida. . . . Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Colwill are vacationing in the British 
West Indies before he climbs into the Bowie 
stewards' stand. . . . Clandestine, winner of two 
stakes recently at Santa Anita, is out of the 
good Maryland-bred producer, Conniver, bred 
by Alfred G. Vanderbilt while he was skipper¬ 
ing a PT-boat in the Pacific. 

Mrs. Edith Price’s Yes You Will is training 
at Pimlico for Bowie’s stakes. He won the Jen¬ 
nings in his last start. . . . Ten Maryland-breds 
won stakes last year: Adapt, Marlboro Nursery; 
Creswood Dottie, Maryland Futurity and Pim¬ 
lico Breeders’ Stakes; Dr. Herb, Prince George’s 
and Maryland Derby; Nora Dares, Miss Mary¬ 
land; Peeping Tom, Hurricane Handicap; Some 
Classic, Enquirer Handicap; Stratmat, Christmas 
Handicap; Sun Dog, Grand National Steeple¬ 
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chase Handicap; Vertex, Gulfstream Park, John 
B. Campbell Memorial, Grey Lag and Camden 
Handicaps; and Village Idiot, winner of the 
Stymie Handicap. 

Village Idiot and Find, Sagamore stakes per¬ 
formers, are on the farm preparing for another 
swing around the circuit. Find, now ten, is be¬ 
ing pointed for the world earnings mark by a 
gelding. Another year like 1959 (though he 
failed to win a stakes last year) could put him 
ahead of Armed, present holder of the record. 

Mrs. Ben Cohen’s War Age, a son of War 
Relic—Ellendale, by Bimelech, will make the 
I960 stud season at J. Fred Colwill’s Halcyon 
Farm, Lutherville. A stakes winner of 28 races 
and almost $100,000, War Age equaled six- 
furlong track records at Monmouth (1:09) 
and Bowie (1:10). 

Native Dancer and * River War finished two- 
three to *Sea Charger on Maryland’s list of 
leading sires of two-year-olds. . . . The Rhymer 
topped all Old Line progenitors on the general 
sire list. He placed 18th on the national list. 
The Rhymer died in a barn fire in Catonsville 
on the eve of his son Vertex’s victory in the 
1958 Pimlico Special. 

Maryland farms produced 523 Thoroughbred 
foals in 1957, or 4.7 per cent of the produc¬ 
tion in the United States, Canada, Mexico, Cuba 
and Puerto Rico.

With Bowie opening on the birthday of the 
Great Emancipator, it emancipates the fans who 
have been hoarding up their betting money 
during the long winter period of abstention 
since Pimlico closed on December 15. These 
enthusiasts, along with the horsemen and Lillis, 
Loome & Co., will be wondering about the 
weather. 

There is one thing nobody will be wonder¬ 
ing about any more—whether you spell Fritchie 
with an "ie” or an ’’ei.” 

Bowie’s chief of historical research, Mr. Mil- 
ton Feldman, dug into a bunch of old marriage 
licenses in a courthouse somewhere and found 
that there isn’t any ' e” in the name at all. 

It was too late to get the word to Whittier, 
but generations of racing writers to come who 
will cover the Barbara Fritchie Handicap down 
through the corridors of time will be forever 
grateful.

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Keeneland Sales in '60 

The Board of Directors of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company has announced the dates for its five 
regularly scheduled Thoroughbred auctions to 
be held at Keeneland Race Course during I960. 

Only major change from the 1959 dates 
occurs in the scheduling of the fall yearling 
vendues. 

In 1959, these sales coincided with the 
Keeneland fall race meeting. 

In I960, the fall yearling sales will be held 
September 19 to 23, with two sessions daily, 
concluding two weeks prior to the autumn race 
program of October 8 to 22. 

The famed summer sale of yearlings will be 
conducted July 25 to 27, also with two sessions 
daily. The company anticipates cataloguing ap¬ 
proximately 325 yearlings this year, about the 
same number catalogued in 1959. 

The sales organization will hold two horses- 
in-training auctions both during the Keeneland 
meetings. The spring sale is scheduled for April 
18, while the fall sale is set for October 21. 

The breeding stock vendue, with two daily 
sessions, will be held October 24 to 26. 


"Career Cup" 

The oldest Derby in America will live again. 

On the afternoon of June 7, 1864, a bay colt 
by the name of Norfolk ran away and hid from 
a field of 12, thus winning The Jersey Derby, 
the very first Derby ever run in America. From 
that early beginning the word Derby has taken 
on added significance until today it is the best 
known word in Thoroughbred racing. 

The Jersey Derby will be revived at Garden 
State Park on May 30, I960, bringing to life 
again one of the most romantic and colorful 
periods of American history. The Jersey Derby, 
circa I960, will be run at one mile and a furlong 
and, under conditions released by racing secre¬ 
tary M. C. ’Ty” Shea, will be exclusively for 
three-year-olds, as is any Derby, and will be run 
at equal weights of 126 pounds. 

In addition to reviving America’s oldest 
classic. Garden State Park will institute what 
might be called "The Career Cup,” with a 
special $50,000 prize to go along with the 
trophy. This cup and special money will go to 
any horse that wins The Garden State, the 
world’s richest race; The Jersey Derby, Amer¬ 
ica’s oldest classic, and the Trenton Handicap, 
an important contest that annually contributes 
toward horse of the year honors. These three 
races represent a gross purse value in excess of 
a half million dollars and actually constitute a 
career of racing. 
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More Improvements at Pimlico 

Employment of the noted engineering firm 
of Linenthal and Becker of Boston, Mass., to 
build a new clubhouse at Pimlico was announced 
recently by Louis Pondfield, executive director 
of the Maryland Jockey Club. 

This firm is familiar with racing problems 
through its wide experience in racetrack con¬ 
struction. 

Announcement that the Maryland Jockey 
Club planned to have a new clubhouse on the 
site of the present paddock had been made some 
time ago. The engagement of an engineering 
firm to plan and build it, is another step in the 
track’s long-range improvement program. 

Principals in the firm which has been given 
the contract to design and erect the plant are 
Mark Linenthal and Robert M. Becker. Linen¬ 
thal is a graduate of Harvard and has been an ac¬ 
tive engineer since 1908. Becker is a graduate of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and an 
engineer and construction superintendent since 
1934. 

Among racetrack projects credited to the firm 
is the $5,500,000 Monmouth Park layout. Linen¬ 
thal and Becker also built Narragansett Park in 
60 calendar days back in the 1930’s at a cost of 
$1,300,000 and erected the Suffolk Downs track 
in 72 calendar days at a cost of $1,500,000 about 
the same time. 

The Lincoln Downs track, costing $3,200,000, 
is another of this firm’s achievements. 

In addition to horseracing plants, the firm has 
built an automobile racing plant, later turned in¬ 
to Roosevelt Raceway, a greyhound track at 
Raynham, Mass., a new clubhouse at Rocking¬ 
ham Park, a new clubhouse at Oaklawn Park and 
additions to the Raynham Park track and also to 
the dog track at Taunton, Mass. 

Pimlico’s planned structure will embrace the 
area now occupied by the administration build¬ 
ing, the paddock and small offices along the Hay¬ 
ward Avenue fence. 

The building, a multi-level affair, will include 
the paddock (on ground level), offices for the 
Maryland Jockey Club and the clubhouse. Eleva¬ 
tors, escalators, theatre-type seats, reverse cycle 
heating and cooling units, dining room service, 
and special lighting will be included in the 
new club. 

It will be connected with the present grand¬ 
stand-clubhouse building and the latter will then 
be used entirely for grandstand patrons. Plans 
call for completion of the new project in time 
for the fall meeting of I960.

Hunt Meetings 

A schedule of 22 days of steeplechase racing 
at eastern hunt meetings was announced in 
January by the Hunts Committee of the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association fol¬ 
lowing its annual meeting at 300 Park Avenue, 
New York.

Preakness Again Richest Race 

The Preakness at Pimlico will for the second 
year have an added money purse of $150,000, 
again making it the richest added-money race 
in the world. 

The famous classic will be run for the 84th 
time on Saturday, May 21. The distance is one 
mile and three-sixteenths. 

With an anticipated gross value of $200,000, 
built up by nominating, entry and starting fees, 
the Preakness will offer the biggest prize in 
history for a three-year-old colt or filly. 

Pimlico guarantees $30,000 to the second 
horse, $15,000 to third and $7,500 to fourth. 

Nominations at a cost of $100 each will close 
on Monday, February 15. About 150 of the top 
three-year-olds in training are expected to be 
made eligible. 

The Preakness is the middle jewel in the 
Triple Crown between the Kentucky Derby on 
May 7 and Belmont Stakes on June 11. The 
other Triple Crown races remain at $125,000 
each. 

Mrs. Halina Braunsteins Royal Orbit beat 
Brookmeade Stable s Sword Dancer four lengths 
last year to win first prize of $136,200 from a 
gross purse of $190,300. 
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The Preakness has sent more than half of its 
winners on to become three-year-old champions 
of their season. Eleven of the past 24 Preak¬ 
ness winners have been named “Horse of the 
Year,’' two of them—Whirlaway and Challedon 
—twice. 

Pimlico will mark the I960 Preakness as the 
fortieth anniversary of Man o’ War’s victory 
in the classic here. The famous champion made 
his first start of 1920 in the Preakness. He won 
easily and went on from there to what many 
experts consider the greatest individual racing 
season in history.

Prior to taking up resi¬ 
dence here, he was, for many years, actively en¬ 
gaged in the sport in southern New Jersey, 
and was one of the founders of the Mount 
Laurel Hunt Club at Moorestown, N. J., until 
it became a victim of suburban development.

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Bowie Warm and Ready 

The glass-enclosing of Bowie’s clubhouse and 
grandstand will be completed in advance of 
the opening here of the eastern major racing 
season on February 12. The progress report 
was advanced recently by Jack Loome, Bowie 
general manager, and Mark Linenthal of the 
Boston construction firm. 

With the completion of the structural steel 
work the IV 2 by VdVi feet plate glass panels 
were set in and ducts for the heating-circulatory 
air system were installed. 

Three huge blower-type heaters control the 
temperature in the enclosure. When a 70- 
degree temperature is reached the circulatory 
air system will pump 60,000 cubic feet of fresh 
air per minute into the 506 feet long stand. 
This is equivalent of a fresh air change every 
seven minutes. 

The bottom and top panels of the enclosure 
may be opened as conditions dictate. The bot¬ 
tom panels measure five feet in height and top 
panels are six feet. 

The enclosing of the stand places Bowie in 
the unique position among racetracks in that 
every seat is protected from the elements, in¬ 
cluding front-line boxes. The initial phase of 
the winterizing program instituted by Donald 


C. Lillis, track head, was the glass-enclosed, ter¬ 
raced clubhouse dining room which was ready 
for the 1956 season. 

Among the other major improvements ready 
for the i 960 season is the 'preferred parking” 
area adjacent to the clubhouse and grandstand 
entrances. The two-acre lot was made available 
when the Pennsylvania Railroad discontinued 
the special rate train from Washington.
